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ANNUAL REPORT FOR 1977 


Your Home Health Agency has been very busy this year, making a total of 
900 visits than 1976 and adding 6 new services or programs to our many 
functions. Services offered to residents of Unity include: skilled nursing 
services such as dressing changes, injections ordered by a doctor; 
rehabilitation services such as physical therapy; preventive services such as 
health promotion and maternal-child health programs (including 
immunization, dental, and well-child clinics). 


During the past year we have established a weekly Discharge Planning 
Program with the four hospitals serving the area and are now able to assist 
families with early discharges. We have also added the federal WIC (Women, 
Infants, Children) food supplement program, a Senior Hypertension 
Screening Program held monthly in Newport, Home Health Aides services, 
and general health guidance to all persons regardless of age who need the 
service.

With our increased services, we have been keeping statistics which indicate 
each participating town is receiving visits in relative proportion to its 
population size. You may note that despite the overall budget increase, we 
have been able to maintain the same per capita request for the fifth 
consecutive year, and that Town appropriations have dropped from 33% of 
last year’s budget to approximately 20% of this year’s budget request. 


We now have the equivalent of 3.4 full-time staff nurses, and participate in 
the Dartmouth Medical School Program which provides the staff with the 
latest medical information. 

We are pleased to note the active participation of community residents on 
our Board of Trustees, and the increased referrals from residents concerned 
for their neighbors’ welfare. We appreciate this community involvement and 
welcome your continued support for the agency.

PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


To the School Board of Unity, New Hampshire, and citizens of the Com- 
munity. 
Staff: 


We have fortunately retained our teachers from last year and added a new 
position during this school year. I appreciate the hard work and cooperation 
that has been given to the school by Mrs. Baker, Ms. Howard, Ms. Baumann, 
Mr. Hall, and Ms. Taylor. Although a growing student population has 
complicated the bus transportation situation Mr. Sears and Mr. hart have 
provided excellent service. We were all saddened by the loss of Mr. Fellows 
who gave so many years of service to the school. Mr. Merrifield continues to 
keep the building in excellent condition. Mr. Wesley Rooker and Mrs. Ruth 
Sanderson continue to serve us as teacher consultant and as school nurse. 


Curriculum: 


While continuing to stress and emphasize the basics of education at Unity, 
this year we have been able to add or reinstate several programs. Asa result of 
the concerns of the PTC, led by Mrs. Bugbee, a dental hygiene program has 
been initiated within the school. Instruction in proper dental care will be given 
at all grade levels and should be of continuing value to the students 
throughout their lives. Mrs. Condon is in charge of this activity which will 
continue for the remainder of this year. 


We are appreciative of the Boards’ support in reestablishing the physical 
education and instructed swimming activity available on a weekly basis at the 
Community Center for grades S - 8. 


The Board also made available for the faculty a basic first aid course that 
should be of great value to the students in the event that emergency injury 
occur at the school. 


The guidance area is being directed by Mr. Putnam. Materials have been 
purchased to allow for school wide guidance support. 


It is my belief that our students are receiving a sound education foundation at 
Unity. This is supported by standardized test scores that again place the 
school as a whole, well above grade level when compared to National norms. 
Reports from our graduates also indicated that they are able to function with 
success after leaving Unity. 


Contributions: 


There aremany variables involved in a successful educational effort. I would 
like to express appreciation to Mr. Waldo, the Board, composed of Mrs. 
Meyer, Mr. Morse, and Chairman, Mr. Krueger for the direction and support 
they have given to me in the management of Unity School. 
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Future Considerations: 


As principal of the school, I have completed requests for State Title IV funds 
that total some $1,300. If these monies become available, they will be used to 
supplement the materials in the guidance area and initiate a much needed 
Health curriculum. It is anticipated that Unity will provide a hot lunch 
program during the coming year. The details are at this point necessarily 
sketchy, but I am confident that the appropriate decisions will be made by the 
Board in this area. Hopefully such an effort will be supported by the students 
and parents of Unity. 


Needs: 


Due to increased enrollment and State requirements, it is essential to the well 
being of Unity School that this years increased budget be approved by the 
community. It is realized that inceased taxation is never a popular thing, 
however, it is apparent to all who were involved in the careful preparation of 
this years budget that should additional funds not be available, the quality of 
education at Unity must necessarily suffer. I hope and trust that this 
community will continue to give the necessary support to the students of 
Unity. 


In Conclusion: 


It has been a pleasure to serve this school for the past year and a half and I 
sincerely hope that my efforts have proven satisfactory to the community. We 
will continue to evaluate our program and strive to meet the changing needs 
of quality education.

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REPORT OF THE ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT 


Staff: 


Staff continuity rewards a school in many ways; familiarity with curriculum, 
knowing the students well, understanding a communities expectations of its 
school....It is fortunate we were able to retain our staff in total. It’s a 
competent and sensitive faculty lead so ably by Principal, Harold Buck. 


Joining us in October was Eileen Taylor, a Learning Disabilities Specialist. 
Miss Taylor graduated from Jersey State College in 1974 and has previous 
teaching experience in East Port, Maine and Claremont. Working out of the 
school’s “kitchen”, she has been of invaluable help to students and teachers 
alike. 


Funds for this L.D. Program totaling $7,945 were awarded Unity by the 
Southwest Manpower Office. For this year there is no expense to us for this 
service. Our gratitude to Mr. David Osgood and Mr. Albert Dauphin for 
facilitating the project and thus making it possible. 


The Progam has proven itself. parents too testify in its behalf. The Board has 
provided for its continuance in next years budget. 


Nutritious Meal: 


New Hampshire mandates that this September Unity must provide a 
nutritious meal at the school for the students. The Board has considered many 
options; actually it is still studying them. Because the first choice could not 
become a reality for this fall - a one year waiver has been requested from 
Concord. The Board has not yet received an answer to this request. 


It’s certain that when this program begins there will be expenses to Unity: 
appliances, transportation, personnel. Because there are so many unknowns 
at this time there are no provisions in the proposed budget for its support. If 
Unity is not granted a one years waiver, funds for this feeding program must 
be found within the existing budget, therefore at the expense of some other 
planned activity. 


Enrollment Increase to Continue? 


Your Board continues to monitor very closely our ever increasing 
enrollments, nearly 150 studentst at the school now. It wasn’t too long ago 
when there were only four teachers and 95 or 96 children - and we had an all- 
purpose room for plays, lunch and other activities. There simply is no more 
room in the building and as subdivisions are approved and new homes 
constructed the impact will most certainly be felt. 


Exploratory discussions, informational only, have already been held with 


MacMillan Construction Company of Keene. This firm originally built the 
school in 1955.

If the trend continues, provisions must be made for an addition to the 
building; there will also be increased transportation costs and most high 
school tuition outlays.

Education for the Handicapped: 


One of the most pressing concerns at the state and local levels is liability for 
costs of educating the handicapped. It has been stated in recent months by 
responsible people that a district is now liable for TOTAL educational costs, 
not just state averages as we have been paying. 


Unless the State Legislature takes some action on existing statues there will be 
much confusion and probably litigation over this issue. We will wait for 
definitive action either by some governing body or the courts before 
underwriting total costs. 


One thing is certain however, beginning in September handicapped students 
from age three on are now to benefit from an educational program; the costs 
for which we must pay. 


Though this effort to upgrade services for the handicapped is necessary and 


long overdue we cannot forget the others. We must responsibly serve all our 
students - the gifted, too. 
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Accountability: 


Another issue at the state and local level is the answer to the question of just 
how well we’re doing our job - how well are the students learning. 


The Department of Education, with assistance from many, is diligently 
working on a series of tests to be given at the 4th, 8th, and 12th grade levels in 
all New Hampshire schools. The actual testing is a year or two away but when 
implemented it will give us another yardstick to answer this concept of 
accountability. 


Many people are apprehensive about this state wide testing program - but we 
are not. We welcome it and eagerly wait for it to begin. 


In Memoriam: 


The death of Mr. Ira Fellows left all of us at a loss. Dan served the School 
District in many ways, most recently as a bus contractor. He was a friend - and 
in his way he was a teacher also; guiding and helping students over the years 
with his friendly ways.

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SCHOOL NURSE’S REPORT 


To the Unity School Board and the Citizens of Unity, I herewith submit my 
annual report as school nurse. 


During the school year 1976-1977 - vision tests were given to one-hundred 
and twenty seven students of which eight were referred for further evaluation 
and glasses were prescribed for seven. Hearing tests were given to ninety four 
students, eleven were rechecked and two of these were referred for treatment. 
Color perception tests were administered to thirty students. Heights and 
weights were taken on all of the students. 


All students were inspected for Pediculosis (head lice) and Scabies and 
inspections repeated as the need arose. We had very few cases. 


A Swine Fly shot was given to seven first grade students and then the 
program was discontinued. 


Twenty students received physicals by their family physician prior to 
entering school and these pupils were well immunized in compliance with the 
state regulation for school entrance. Short conferences are held with parents 
at school registration for first graders. Parents at this time may make known 
any Special need or consideration their child may require upon entering 
school. 


Please continue to keep the school informed of your wishes in the event 
your child is taken ill at school as to where to contact you or person who will 
be responsible for the child and provide transportation. 


My association with all personnel at the Unity School is most pleasant and 
their cooperation and assistance is greatly appreciated.
